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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that 
invention is used for conducting blood, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. The limitation of "wherein said conduit defines a conduit for 
conduction blood between a patient and a ventricular assit device" does not result in a structural limitation. The prior art to Recker 
discloses the claimed structural limitations of a conduit including a first curved conduit; a second curved condiut; a first coupling; a second 
coupling; and wherein the first and second conduit are rigid.
